The School Board of the Town of Windham beg leave to 
make the following report: 

Mr. Samuel Campbell declining the wien to which he w 
elected, we, the other members of the Board, persuaded tek 
Joseph 5. Cogswell to become a member of our School Board. 
He was elected by us, took the oath of office, and we organ- 
ized by choosing Mr. Cogswell chairman, Joseph Cottle treas- 
urer, W. E. Hughes secretary. pine . 

The schools during the past year. have been successful. The 
lack of funds arising from the fact that our town did not raise 
the usual amount of money. for school purposes, has made the 
terms of school this year unusually short. We hope that no 
prejudice against the new school law, nor anything else, will 


2] 


éause our citizens to repeat the folly this year of cutting off 
money to support our common schools. The rising genera- 
tion needs schodls and the training and culture which may, be 
obtained in them. Mental training is needed as much as food, 
clothing or shelter from inclement weather. Schools, to be of 
the most helpful kind, should be at least ten or twelve weeks 
in length. ‘This length of time gives the student an oppor- 
tunity to begin some branch of learning, and make considera- 
ble progress in the term. In a shorter term of school, the 
student is continually oppressed with the thought that there is 
so little time to study that he cannot even hope to acquire 
much knowledge in so brief a time. It somewhat resembles 
a passenger getting on to a-train of cars, expecting to go a 
long journey. Phe engine pufls and whistles, but having gone 
seven or eight miles, the train suddenly stops, and the conduc. 
tor says, ‘‘All out here! ‘Vhis train goes no further for want 
of wood and water to get up steam!” Then the passengers 
get out and shift for themselves, just as our scholars had to do 
the past year, after brief school termis. 

We have employed teachers during the vear of excellent and 
acknowledged abilities. The teachers, without exception. 
evinced a desire to have their pupils make advancement in 
their studies. ‘Their zeal and interest have been commenda- 
ble. In a number of schools singing has been introduced, 
giving much interest and cheer to the scholars. 

We found quite a number of scholars attempting to master 
book-keeping in our schools. We think that very useful study 
(science and art combined) can be acquired better at some 
business college than in our common schools. Few teachers 
are competent to teach book-keeping in the double-entry sys- 
fei: 

We call especial attention to the need of better black-boards 
in our school-houses, and the imperative need of repairing 
some of our School-houses.. We have put an article in our 
school warrant which ifcludes this subject of repairs. 

‘We did not open a school in No. 7, owing to the few schol- 
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ars in that vicinity. We provided for those pupils found 
there, so that all have been cared for as respects school privi- 
leges. |
